_ According to the sources, the So- 
viets made the point that Israeli- 
PLO negotiations were “unavoid- 
able and inevitable.” λ 

The focus on including the PLO in 
any peace talks was seen as part of a 
high-level Soviet commitment to 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat dur- 
ing his own recent talks in Moscow. 
At that time, Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev also urged Arafat to rec- 
ognize Israel's right to exist. 

Officials in Jerusalem have yet to 
Teceive a report on the talks held in 
Moscow last week between Shultz 
and Shevardnadze. 

Shevardnadze, for his part, is due 
to travel to the Middle East in the 
coming days to underscore a new 
and more confident Soviet diploma- 
cy in the region. 

The U.S. sources said that the 
Soviets were clearly anxious to try to 
cooperate with Shultz in his peace 
initiative. But they did not project 
any preat sense of urgency in getting 
peace negotiations off the ground.

yesterday suspended the press privi- 
leges of two foreign journalists who 
did not submit to the military censor 
reports that Israeli commandos 
killed PLO military commander 
Khalil al-Wazir (Abu Jihad). 

Glenn Frankel of The Washington 
Post and Martin Fletcher of NBC 
were told to hand over their press 
cards and informed that they would 
be denied access to all government 
press services, including official 
press conferences. Government of- 
ficials will be advised not to talk to 
them, according to Yoram Ettinger, 
the new director of the GPO. 

“We felt that this was a major 
breach of confidence, which should 
not be tolerated,” Ettinger said. 
“The bulk of the reporters followed 
the censorship guidelines. Why 
should they be punished because of 
a few who ignored the rules?” 

The sanctions against Frankel and 
Fletcher are to be in effect until 
lawyers and censorship officials 
complete a probe into the matter. 
Ettinger would not speculate how 
long this would take or what would 
happen afterwards. -

Israel has changed the rules for granting visas to Jews 
leaving the Soviet Union, in an attempt to stem the tide 


of “drop-outs” in Vienna. 


Moscow Jewish activists said yesterday that for the 
last three weeks, Jews seeking to emigrate have received 
invitations from Israel stating that their visa to Israel 
would be issued in Bucharest, Romania. Officials in 


Jerusalem declined comment. 


Until now, Jews leaving the Soviet Union received a 
visa for Israel issued in Moscow through the Nether- 
lands Embassy, which represents Israel's interests. Since 
the late 1970s most Jewish emigrants have opted for the 
U.S: and other destinations upon reaching the transit 


point of Vienna. 


Israel's aim appears to be the ultimate replacement of 
Vienna, with its “drop-out” option, as the principal 
transit point. They prefer a route through i 
where travel to destinations other than Israe! would be 
much harder. Some Soviet Jews have reached Israel

Israel has long sought direct flights here for Jews from 
the Soviet Union, and the Romania route would provide

KIBBUTZ SNIR -- Members of the Givati brigade were in tears 
yesterday when they leamed of their unit's casualties. 
- Yoram Slackman, a 19-year-old medic, had been with the searchers 
as they plodded through the rough scrub land. He was behind the unit 
the battalion commander and senior tracker who were killed. 

The two went on ahead when they reached the search area. 

Minutes later, the quiet of the early morning was blasted by the 
harsh clatter of small-arms fire and exploding grenades. 

“There was very fierce firing from both sides. I heard one of the 
trackers, Hussein, cry out that he was hit,” said Slackman. 

“I went over to him and found he had been injured in the leg, 


andaged 
and treat Shmuel [the wounded commander]. 

“When I reached Shmuel, I saw that he was covered in blood. I 
checked his pulse and realized that there was nothing I could do. 
* “T dragged him down the slope and just then another tracker said 
he had killed the terrorists who tried to shoot me.” Afterwards that 
tracker was himself killed in the short battle. 

Slackman then went to treat the other wounded man whom he 
found lying on the rocks with chest injuries. 

The young private had tears in his eyes as he described the scene. 
He added that all the soldiers had loved their battalion commander 
and thought the world of him. “It is impossible to describe our grief,” 


Shmuel Adiv's courage and convictions came through poignantly in 
an interview which he gave to Galei Zahal after the last attack in the 


Ώ. 
At the time, he expressed his satisfaction at serving on the northern 
border after extended service in Gaza. Here, he said, his soldiers 


Adiv added: “After every attack, we begin talking and thinking 
about the next one. At this very moment, as I talk to you, we are 
thinking about the possibility of another encounter with a terrorist 
cell.. We have to do our work quietly and modestly... and we hope to 
be able to continue as we did today. 

“When you have a slogan that seems holy to you — the defence of 
the settlements in the north — that means that there is no other way. 
We must simply and unequivocally eliminate the terrorists. Here 
there is not a moment to rest on our laurels.”

Rabin would talk to PLO

WASHINGTON - Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin has said that he would 
deal with PLO officials under cer- 
tain conditions. 

He said he would be prepared to 
negotiate with any PLO official who 
renounced the Palestine National 
Covenant, accepted UN Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338, 
and stopped acts of terror. 

Rabin made the statements Mon- 
day evening during a nationally tele- 
vised interview on ABC's Nightline, 
which this week is broadcasting a 
total of nine hours of live program- 
ming from Israel. 

“Allow me to say,” Rabin told 
ABC’s popular anchorman Ted 
Koppel, “that if you get an an- 
nouncement by any Palestinian who 
belongs to the PLO that, first and 
foremost, he renounces the Pales- 
tinian covenant; that he is ready to 
accept Resolutions 242 and 338, not 
in the context of the [UN] General 
Assembly resolutions; and that he is 
ready to stop violence and terror — 
with any Palestinian that will come 
up with this statement, I am ready to 
negotiate. 

Rabin’s statement was very much 
in line with the long-standing U.S. 
position -- namely that the PLO 
would have to accept Resolutions 
242 and 338 as well as Israel’s right 
to exist before the U.S. would open 
direct negotiations with it. 


Prime Minister Shamir and other 
Israeli leaders have in the past main- 
tained that they would not deal with 
the PLO under any circumstances 
whatsoever. Rabin’s more flexible 
statement, privately welcomed yes- 
terday by U.S. officials, clearly left 
the door open to some sort of even- 
tual Israeli- PLO reconciliation. 

In a separate interview on the 
same programme, Koppel ques- 
tioned the PLO’s spokesman in Tu- 
nis, Bassam Abu-Sharif, who main- 
tained that the PLO “certainly” 
never “vowed to destroy Israel.” 

In fact, Abu-Sharif challenged the 

Israeli leadership to sit down with 
the PLO to try to resolve the 
conflict. 
_ Pointing out that he was being 
interviewed by Koppel via a satellite 
hookup from Jerusalem, Abu-Sharif 
said that the PLO has called for 
“peace through an international 
conference where both Israel and 
the PLO will sit down and talk. 

“And we are ready to talk. If 
Shamir, where you are now, or 
Peres, or Rabin, have the to 
sit down and talk, to negotiate 
peace, we are ready for that.” 

In response to another question, 
Abu-Sharif repeated the PLO’s 
readiness to negotiate with Israel. “I 
told you we are ready to sit down 
immediately and negotiate,” he 
said. “Is Shamir ready for that? You 
can ask him.” 


He continued: “The PLO is 
ready. The PLO is ready immediate- 


ly and without condition to negoti- , 


ate for peace, a just settlement, so 
that our children can live just like 
yours, Mr. Koppel, free and without 
any kind of danger of being killed by 
a bullet here or there.” 

Asked whether the PLO was still 
committed to the liquidation of the 
state of Israel, Abu-Sharif 
tioned Israei’s borders. 
boundaries should be negotiated, 
because Israel is the only state in the 
world that has no boundaries ac- 
aes to UN documents,” he said, 

l¢ also repeated a long-standing 
Arab allegation that a map suppos- 
edly existed in the hails of the Knes- 
set outlining Israel's borders as be- 
ing “from the Nile to the 
Euphrates....

EVERY SO often, the antagonists 
locked in the endless embrace of the 
Middle East war shift their balance. 
The last week has seen just such 2 
moment, and one that could mark a 
profound change in the course of the 
seven-year-old Gulf conflict.

Elite commandos, their faces hid- 
den by black hoods, have spent 
months practicing in the Olympic 
venues to deal with any possible 
threats. The commandos specialize 
tn scaling down ropes head first with 
guns drawn in lightning assaults: ἡ 
Special combat police have been 
Standing guard at the stadiums 
around the clock since last year. 
Spectators entering the stadiums 
will be searched. Explosive detec- 
tors are positioned at all gates. 
All this indicates that the 24th 
Olympic Games will be protected by 
massive security to guard i 
possible threats from North forea 
and international terrorists. : 
Hundreds of thousands of sol- 
diers, elite commandos, security 
agents and police will be guarding 
the Olympics with an arsenal rang- 
ing from aircraft carriers to sniffer . 

The U.S. will beef up its 
forces in the area. to help protect the 
Games, 


“The Olympics have always been 
a target for terrorists,” said a senior 
security official yesterday. “Now, 
we also have the threat from the 
North.” : 

North Korea has demanded to co- 
host the Olympics and said it will 
boycott the Games if the demand is 
not met. South Korea and the U.S. 
have accused the North of increas- 
ing tension to try to disrupt the 
Games. δ, 

North Korea’s call for ἃ Commu- 
nist boycott of the Games to back its 
co-hosting demand failed after the 
Soviet Union and arial ses oy 
would participate. Sout orea sti 
hopes the North will take part, and 


it will keep the door open until the 
last moment. 

A record 161 nations are to take 
part in the Games from September 
17 to October 2. It will be the first 
time in 12 years the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union both will compete in 
the Summer Games. 

South Korean and Olympic offi- 

cials are confident they can ensure 
the safety of the Games by making it - 
the most heavily guarded sports 
event in history. 
. Some 120,000 military and police 
personnel will guard the actual 
Games. They will be equipped with 
‘117,000 pieces of equipment ranging 
from sophisticated devices ta detect 
liquid explosives and gas guns that 
can fire through concrete walls. 

The athlete's village, which will 
house some 13,700 athletes and 
coaches, is ringed by two fences with 
electronic sensors that detect intrud- 
ers and alert security headquarters.

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The campaign opens 


THE election campaign to the next Knesset is on. It was 
inaugurated on Sunday with a concerted barrage by Herut 
bigwigs fed by Yitzhak Shamir, at a meeting of their central 
committee, against the country’s bleeding-heart “defeatists”, 
meaning Labour. That coincided with the unveiling, and ap- 
proval, at a meeting of Labour ministers, of Shimon Peres’s 
suggested peace platform; and with an attack by some Labour 
spokesmen on Herut as courting disaster for Israel. 

President Chaim Herzog may not have been prematurely 
worried in urging the parties this week to observe democratic 
civilities while battling it out from now until, presumably, 
‘Nov--mber. Mr. Herzog failed to explain, however, how the 
parties are to speak what they believe is sense to the people, 
without incurring the charge of talking worse than nonsense. 

In practical terms, the best that can be done to avoid mere 
mud slinging during the campaign is for each party to clearly 
set out its, excuse the expression, philosophy. 

The president's cautionary message was delivered to the 


first convention of the new Tzomet party, headed by Rafael 
Eitan, former chief of staff. As reported-yesterday, some of 
Raful’s active supporters plump for him because he talks 
bluntly enough for everyone to understand what he says; and 
what he says is that “killing's the only way for us to make sure 
we stay here.” Such bluntness, nay crudity, osay jar the ear. 
But it is indeed far preferable to the cant and hypocrisy that 
pass for statesmanship in the so-called national camp. 

The premier, though feted at the Tzomet affair, is rather 
more careful than Raful with his language. He will not, for 
example, stoop to calling Mr. Peres a coward ruffled up by the 
merest feather, a traitor who exults in his country’s discomfi- _ 
ture. There are more diplomatic ways for him to convey that — 
very impression. Nor wil] Mr. Shamir openly admit that his 
conunitment to the Camp David agreements, and to Resolu- 
tion 242 which is reaffirmed in them, is roughly on par in 
credibility to the disavowal by some PLO spokesmen today 
that their gang had never, but never, sought Israel's destruc- 
tion. But he will not publicly disagree with his colleague, Ariel 
Sharon, who calls on his party to “detach” itself from the 
supponced cornerstone of its peace programme, the autonomy 
‘plan. 

It is against such mendacious prevarication that Labour 
might be expected to not only set up a defence of sanity, but 
mount an aggressive campaign of plain-speaking. But La- 
bour’s response to the Herut challenge has so far been marked 
by faint-heartedness. 

The country, as a result of the Palestinian uprising, is 
moving to the right, Labour's chairman appears to be saying. 
Labour's rightist foes are making headway with their argument 
that IsraeJ's security depends on its complete control of the 
territories, and that Mr. Peres himself is willing to trade 
Israel's patrimony for ἃ bogus peace. Labour must therefore 
tread softly. Believe though it may that the Herut programme 
is of the same order of rationality as the “conception” that 
bred the Yom Kippur War, Labour must endorse at least some 
aspects of that programme, such as a 5-year autonomy. 

Above all, Labour must assure voters that, if they do not 
like the deal a Labour government might make for a territorial 
compromise with, presumably, Jordan, they could turn it 
down by a means unknown in Israel's constitutional law, a 
referendum. 

Such, apparently, is to be Labour’s credo in what shapes up 
as the most important election ever in Israel's history. It does 
not signify any excess of faith in the efficacy of Labour’s 
policy. It is a poor contribution to sharpening the issues in the 
campaign to enhance public understanding. It may also tum 
out to be a road only for Labour's return into opposition. 


Wiggling out of it 


ARAB states that allow Palestinian terrorists to cross their 
borders into Israel cannot “wiggle out” of their responsibility 
to check such manifestly illegal activities.

sions committed in violation of the UN Charter and the 1949 
armistice agreements. Mr. Kironde’s was, however, a voice 


crying in the wilderness. 


Times have changed, but the Security Council's underlying 
assumption in dealing with matters Arab-Israeli remains the 
same as before. An Arab state is entitled to make its national 
territory available for use as a base for terrorist attacks on 
Israel, and to consider itself immune from the consequences. 
” In voting 14-0, with the U.S. abstaining, to condemn the 
killing of Abu Jihad in Tunis ten days ago, the council had at 
least the grace to implicitly acknowledge the lack of conclusive 
proof of Israeli involvement. For that reason, this country was 
not explicitly hauled over the coals for the crime of Khalil 
Wazir's assassination. But the council's text did pointedly 
recall its resolution in 1985 condemning the bombing by 

, Israel's air force of PLO headquarters in Tunis that year. 

In other words, the PLO is not all about terrorism. therefore 
it is not terrorist at all, hence to attack its terrorist headquar- 
ters, or for that matter its terrorist leaders, is “‘aggression.” 
Besides, Tunisia is, so to speak, a moderate Arab country. 

What such resolutions do to the reputation of the Security 
Council, it is not necessary to repeat.

Nationalist hot air

ISRAEL IS FACING the crucial 
decision of choosing between teams 
of leaders favouring either keeping 
the entire of “Land of Israel” or 
giving up territories for peace. But 
their supporters on both sides re- 
mind me of a professor's advice to a 
student on how to give a lecture: “If 
you don't know what to say, cover 
your ignorance in a shower of 
it.” 

Such showers will not guarantee 
Israel's security, no matter whether 
they come from the left or the right. 
But Israel's politicians seem to be 
convinced that bullshit is the only 
way to win elections. Thus we hear 
dire warnings from the right that 
participation ‘in an international 


"| conference can Jead to a “Munich” 


betrayal of Israel's vital interests: 
while from the left we hear the 
equally ridiculous warnings that “an 
authentic national liberation move- 
ment” has never been suppressed, 
with the recent Armenian uprising 
against Soviet oppression as an 
example. 

None of the Munich panic-makers 
seems to note that the Czechs could 
not possibly have been betrayed if 
they had had an army strong enough 
to repel any German invasion, drive 
deep into German territory, and 
bold it for.20 years, as Israel did in 
1967 from borders which are consid- 
ered today to be highly vulnerable. 

And none of the “national libera- 
tors™ notes that a great part of the 
Armenian homeland, including 
Mount Ararat; which means. as 
much to the Armenians as Jerusa- 


*| lem to the Palestinians, is not under 


Soviet oppression at all but under 
the Turks. 

There is no Armenian resistance 
of any consequence in Turkey, be- 
cause the Turks carried out a “trans- 
fer operation” which undoubtedly 
serves as a model for Meir Kahane. 
A more recent transfer was carried 


out by the Russians in East Prussia, 
where the German cultural centre of 
K6nigsberg is now Kaliningrad, and 
nobody hears about an East Prus- 
sian National Liberation movement. 


SOLUTIONS TO the Palestine 
problem can undoubtedly be found 
by looking at other places aid other 
times, and they are all equally irrele- 
vant. The crucial question is not the 
inherent validity or morality of any 


particular solution, but whether the. 


leaders advocating it have a realistic 
rogramme. 
ἡ Those who led Israel into the di- 


sastrous Lebanese adventure, with ἡ 


no understanding of the realities in- 
volved, have been shown to have 
feet of clay. I shudder when I recall 
the pompous statements that peace 
in Galilee would be achieved by 
means of a peace treaty with a 
strong and friendly Lebanese 
government. 

I cannot understand how people 
who actually believed this rubbish 
can now be trusted to guarantee the 
future security of Israel. They threw 
away all the fruits of the IDF’s sacri- 
fices and military victory by their 
incompetence and their ignorance 
of the political realities of Lebanon. 

What is needed today is a leader- 
ship which is prepared to enter ne- 


gotiations and capable of standing . 


up to all threats to Israel's security. 
They must know what they want, 
know how to get it, know all the 
tricks of hard bargaining, know how 
to avoid being trapped into a comer 
and know how to resist pressure to 
give in on unacceptable concessions. 

When all else fails, they must 
know how to torpedo the negotia- 
tion process in such a way that 
someone else gets the blame. Unfor- 
tunately, none of the leaders of the 
present nationalist camp shows any 
evidence of this ability. 

They know bow to shout national- 


ist hot air, but give every indication 
that when Israel’s security is really 
in danger, Syria’s President Hafez 
Assad will know how to deal with 
them just as he destroyed their 
dream of a friendly Lebanese gov- 
ernment making peace with Israel. 
The main danger to Israel's security 


‘today is not from Palestinian stones, 


petrol bombs or even guns and Ka- 
tyushas. It is from Assad and his 
amny who are waiting for the chance 
to destroy Israel and know all the 
dirty tricks to take advantage of 
those covering their ignorance. 

On the other side, without enter- 
ing into questions of morality and 
whether it is good to give up territo- 
ries for peace, the record of Shimon 
Peres indicates that he may be the one 
most likely to get the best deal for 
Israel under the foreseeable circum- 
stances. One can find many reasons 
to criticize Peres, but the problem is 
to find a better candidate with 2 
chance of being elected and who 
shows evidence of being a t in- 
ternational negotiator and hard bar- 
gainer who knows what is important 
for Israel's security, and how to get 
foreign support. 


THE OTHER choice yet to be 
made by Israelis is the kind of soci- 
ety in which they want to live. The 
options are a free, mobile society 
with equality of opportunity like the 
United States, or a frozen caste sys- 
tem which opposes equality of op- 
portunity on principle, like the Sovi- 
et Union and South Africa. 

Here again the ideological argu- 
ments of right v. left, socialism v. 
capitalism, etc., are irrelevant. The 
quality of life of the peoples living in 
the Bantustan οὗ South Africa and 
in the Kazakhstan of the USSR have 
more in common with one another 
than either has with the life of peo- 
ple living in any depressed area of 
the U.S. 
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The question is whether everyone 
born in the country has a recognized 
Tight to receive the best possible, 
education and to rise to the highest 
positions, or whether he is marked 


at birth with an indelible caste classi-: 
fication and given only the opportu- . 


nities needed to continue to serve 
society as a member of that caste. 

The choice between these two 
kinds of society is neither simple nor 
obvious to that large proportion of 
the popuiation of Israel who have 
never experienced real Western- 
style democracy. They accept with- 
out any question the principle of a 
caste system like that of the Soviet 
Union, where Asian Moslems natu- 
rally belong in a lower caste than 
“civilized ΕἸ ” and deserve 
neither equal rights nor equal 
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᾿ opportunities. 


Arguments against racism and 
based on Western morafity do not 
have much impact on these [sraelis. 
They are not disturbed by compari- 
sons with South Africa, because 
they regard apartheid as ἃ caste sys- 
tem 
many Third World countries. 

It therefore does not seem that 
Israelis will be influenced by elec- 
tion propaganda based on views of 
the kind of society Israel should 
have. At this stage, the principal 
issue is security and preventing the 
destruction of Israel by hostile 
forces.
